fluctuations for portland cement, 
coal and wages during the past 
ten years. In each case 100 is used 
to represent 1913 figures, by the 
Government departments which 
compiled these statistics. 


Translated into "eggs and calico" 


language, tliis chart shows that a ton of 
coal would buy nearly twice as much 
cement in 1922 as in 1913. A day's wages 
also would buy more cement in 1922 
than in 1913. 


This means that even though coal and 


wages make up more than half its manu- 
facturing cost, cement is now relatively 
lower in price than either coal or wages. 


So, considering these increased costs, 


it is plain that in buying cement you get 
more for your money than before.

Coolidge, despite this legendary narrowness was a keen sports- 
woman in her younger days and even today follows the ath- 
letic exploits of her sex with .avidity.

All of this, of course, because of the fact that Mr. Coolidge 


is expected to be a candidate in 1924. The publicity, how- 
ever, serves to emphasize the dominance New England has 
obtained in governmental affairs. At the present time New 
England has the presidency, the speakership of the house, the 
leader ofjhe senate, a member of the cabinet, many choice 
and all important congressional committee chairmanships and 
two members of the supreme court. The president, speaker 


• '.of the house, secretary of war and the two justices of the su- 
preme court are Massachusetts men, a condition which a cor- 
respondent remarks, is an "entirely inequitable distribution of 
high office.t in the national government."

"The comment opens up a pertinent question. Ordinarily, it 


is well to distribute power. It is wise, politically, to scatter of- 
fices. It is good'billiards, in a political sense to prevent sec- 
tional dominance. If New England has been "provincial and 
smug" then her domination of national affairs would b?. bad. 
But how have her men Attained their eminence? Are her men 
super-politicians, David Harums of barter and trade? Have 
they exercised a "smug and narrow" influence on the nation's 
affairs?

Firpo or Dempsey? 


The bout between Louis Angel Firpo, the so-called "Wild 


Bull of the Pampas," and William Harrison Dempsey, better 
known as just "Jack", the pride of Salt Lake City, will as- 
sume international significance.

The vessel was oblig-ed to put in for 
salt and barrels. It was the biggest 
mackerel fare landed in a score of 
years at least.

schools off Portland Monday and the 
crew worked all night apd most of 
Tuesday, dressing and taking care of 
the fish. Fish reported schooling all

A number of projected improvements 


in the electric power for shore sta- 
tions have been arranged by the Bu- 
reau of Yards and Docks.
